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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-11, 13-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-5, 10-11, 13-14, see Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 
as indicated in Paper No. 17, mailed on 08/04/2004. 

Regarding claim 7, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest an image 
pickup device equipped with a light emitter, comprising wherein when the result of the 
determination of the determining section is "not proper" the controller obtains a light quantity of 
the light emitter which is assumed to be "proper" based on the electric signal produced by the 
image pickup unit, dispatches an image pickup instruction again to the image pickup unit, and at 
the same time, controls the light emitter to emit light in timing with the image pickup timing. 

Claims 8-9 are allowable for the reason given respect to claim 7.
